A. ſeveral ſubſcribers hereunto, do ſeverally and reſpectively, 
but not jointly, or the one of us for the other of us, but each 
of us only in our own names, and for and in the name and 
names of the reſpective perſon and perſons to whom each of 
the ſeveral ſhips or veſſels, whoſe reſpective names, burthen 
and value are annexed to our reſpective ſubſcriptions, doth, 
may or ſhall reſpectively appertain, make aſſurance, and 
cauſe ourſelves, and them, and each and every of us and 
them reſpectively as aforeſaid, to be inſured upon the body, 
tackle, apparel, ordnance, munition, boats, and other furni- 
ture of each of the ſaid ſhips or veſſels reſpectively in the 
manner following, (that is to ſay) We, the ſeveral ſubſcri- 
bers, hereunto, mutually agree with each other to underwrite 
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and inſure in the proportions hereinafter in that behalf men- 
tioned, but not otherwiſe, the ſeveral and reſpective ſums ſet 
oppoſite to the names of the ſeveral ſhips, whoſe reſpective 
names, burthen and value are ſo ſet or annexed to our ſub- 
ſcriptions as aforeſaid, upon the body, tackle, apparel, ord- 
nance, munition, boats, and other furniture of each of the 
fame ſhips reſpectively, in any lawful trade (except the load- 
ing and carrying Lime, Rock-Salt, Stones, Iron-Ore, and the 
loading and carrying of more than eight tons to a keel of Pipe 
Clay, in any of the ſame ſhips or veſſels reſpectively at any 
one time) to, at and from any ports or places whatſoever in 
Great Britain, Ireland, the Baltic Sea, the White Sea, Nor- 
way, the port of Hamburg, and the Iſland of Man, without 
prejudice to this inſurance, but not to Guernſey, Jerſey, Sark, 
or Alderney, or all Ports or places whatſoever; which inſur- 
ance it is hereby declared ſhall commence and take place on 
each of the ſaid ſhips or veſſels from, and including, the day 
of the date of this preſent policy of inſurance, and ſo {hall con- 
tinue and endure for the ſpace of twelve calendar months 
then next enſuing. And for as much as concerns the aſſured, 
each of the ſaid ſhips or veſſels, with their reſpective tackle, 
apparel, ordnance, munition, boats, and other furniture, are 
and ſhall be valued at the ſums fet oppolite to their reſpec- 
tive names. But in caſe of average all the ſame ſhips reſpec- 
tively ſhall be valued at, and after the rate of One Hundred 
and Twenty Pounds for every keel burthen of ſuch ſhip or 
veſſel and no more. And it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
for all or any of the ſhips or veſſels hereby inſured, to lie on 
to load or unload an any beach or main-ſhore, from the 
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day of the date hereof, until the thirty- firſt day of this pre- 
ſent month of Auguſt incluſive, and alſo from the firſt day of 
May, which will be in the year of our Loxp one thouſand 
| ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, until the expiration of the 
ſaid twelve calendar months both days incluſive, without pre- 
judice to this inſurance, the owner of each ſhip ſo lying on 
to load or unload as aforeſaid, paying to the broker the ſum 
of fifteen ſhillings per cent, on the money hereby inſured on 
ſuch ſhip for each time ſuch ſhip ſhall ſo lie on to load or 
unload, except when ſuch ſhip ſhall lie on to load or unload 
on Shoebury Neſs or Whitſtable Main, for which the ſum of 
ſeven ſhillings and ſix-pence per centum on the money inſured 
{hall be paid, which ſaid laſt mentioned premium ſhall be paid 
over and above the premiums hereafter mentioned. And 
touching the adventures and perils which we the ſaid ſubſcri- 
bers hereunto, as the aſſurers of each others ſhips in manner 
aforcſaid, are contented to bear, and take upon ourſelves re- 
ſpeRively, for the ſpace of twelve calendar months, to be com- 
puted from and including the day of the date of this preſent 
policy of inſurance ; they are of the ſeas, fire, pirates, rovers, 
thieves, jettiſons, letters of mart and counter mart, ſurpriſals, 
takings at ſea, arreſts, reſtraints, and detainments of all kings, 
princes, and people, of what nation condition, or quality ſo- 
ever, within the limits hereinbefore mentioned and ſet forth; 
barretry of the maſters and mariners, and of all other perils, 
loſſes and misfortunes, (ſave and except imuggling, the car- 
rying on of any illicit trade, and the conſequences thereof) 
that may, or ſhall come to the hurt, detriment or damage of 
the ſaid ſhips, or any of them, or any of their reſpective 
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tackle, boats, or other appurtenances, or any part thereof; 
and alſo all damage to be done by the ſaid ſhips, or any of 
them, by running on board of any ſhip or ſhips whatſoever: 
fo as the money to be paid, for repairing the damaye to be 
done thereby, do not exceed the money hereby inſured on 
the ſhip or veſſel doing ſuch damage; and it is hereby agreed 
and declared by us, the ſaid ſubſcribers hereunto that in caſe 
of any loſs or damage, to any of the ſhips or veſſels hereby 
inſured, each and every of us the ſaid ſubſcribers (except only 
the party ſuffering ſuch loſs or damage, ) ſhall be reſpectively 
reſponſible for and liable to pay and diſcharge the ſum hereby 
inſured upon the ſhip, to or by which ſuch loſs or damage 
ſhall ſo happen, or ſo much of the ſame ſum as ſhall become 
payable by reaſon of the inſurance hereby made as aforeſaid 
(rateably and proportionably only and not in partnerſhip) 
according to the ſame rate and proportion which the ſum in- 
fared upon each of our reſpective ſhips bears to the whole 
amount of all the ſeveral ſums inſured and underwritten in 
and by this policy as aforeſaid, and not in any other propor- 
tion or manner whatſoever : And alſo, in caſe of loſs or 
damage, the inſurers are warranted free from average under 
five pounds per keel burthen at any one time. And it is a- 
greed by us the ſaid ſubſcribers that this writing or policy of 
inſurance ſhall be of as much force and effect as the ſureſt 
writing or policy of inſurance heretofore made in Lombard- 
ſ:reet, or in the Royal Exchange, or elſewhere in London. 
And fo we, the ſaid ſubſcribers, are contented and do hereby 
bind ourſclves, each for his own part, and not jointly or one 
for another, and our ſeveral heirs, executors, and goods to 
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each other, and confeſſing ourſelves ſatisfied and paid the 
conſideration due unto us reſpectively for this mutual inſur- 
ance, at and after the rate of twenty one pounds per centum 
on the money hereby inſured on each of our ſaid ſhips. In 
Witneſs whereof we have hereunto ſubſcribed our names, 

with the names of our ſeveral ſhips, their reſpective bur- 
thens, and the ſums inſured upon, and the value of our ſaid 
reſpective ſhips, at the office of Mr Edward Hinde, ſituate 
at Monkwearmouth-Shore, in the County of Durham, this 
cleventh day of Auguſt, in the year of our Lokxp one thous 
{and ſeven hundred and ninty-ſix. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 
OF THE 


SUBSCRIBERS 


TO THE 


MARITIME POLICY, 


WV. whoſe names are hereunto ſubſcribed, having a- 
greed to unite and aſſociate ourſelves for the purpoſe 
of mutually inſuring each others ſhips by one general policy, 
ic be executed by us reſpectively for that purpoſe, for the 
term of twelve calendar months from the eleventh day of 
Auguſt one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſix, and in 
erder to carry the ſaid inſurance more effectually into execu- 
tion, have agreed to the following reſolutions, viz : 

ft, That Mr James Myers, Mr Thomas Wandlaſs, and 
Mr thomas Scaling be appointed a committee to arbitrate 
and fettle any loſs or average that may happen to any of the 
reſpective ſhips ſo mutually underwritten by us, and their 
award in writing ſhall be binding on each and every of us. 
But in caſe any perſon ſo underwrote by us thinks himſelf 
or herſelf aggrieved by the determination of the committee, 
he, ſhe, or they ſhall refer the ſame to two indifferent perſons 
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to be choſen for that purpoſe whoſe award ſhall be final. 
But in caſe ſuch two perſons cannot agree they ſhall have 
liberty to chooſe a third perſon whoſe award ſhall be con- 


cluſive. 


2d, That any ſhip underwrote happening any loſs or dam- 
age, the owner or maſter of ſuch ſhip ſhall ſend an account 
thereof to the broker, who ſhall immediately ſummon the 
committee to meet, in order that an eſtimate may be made of 
the ſaid loſs or damage. And that immediately after ſuch loſs 
or damage is aſcertained by the ſaid committee, the ſufferer 
ſhall be paid ſuck loſs as they award, in bills not exceeding 
forty days, to be drawn by the ſufferer on us the underwriters 
in proportion to the ſums underwrote by us reſpectively, 
of which notice ſhall be given by the broker. And, that in 
ſettling averages, one-third ſhall be deducted between new 
and old work as cuſtomary. „ 


3d, That ſhould any ſhip underwrote by us happen to be 
loſt or taken, the other underwriters agree to indemnify the 
ſufferer from contributing to any further loſs or damage hap- 
pening to the other ſhips underwrote by us, from the expi- 
ration of forty-eight hours from the loſs or capture of * 
ſhip of ſuch . and not et. 


4th, That if any ſhip underwrote by us ſhall be ſuppoſed 
to be loſt, and no account thereof be received within thres 
months if trading in the North Seas, or within ſix months if 
Þ in any other part, then the ſaid broker ſhall ſutnmon the 
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committee to meet to ſettle ſuch loſs. And that the ſufferet 
ſhall be paid in bills not exceeding ſixty days date to be 
drawn by the ſufferers on us the underwriters in proportion 
to the ſums underwrote by us reſpectively, of which notice 
ſhall be given by the broker, but that there ſhall always ſixty 


days elapſe between the payment of each total loſs, (except 
where two or more ſhips ſhall happen to he loſt nearly about 
the ſame time or on one day.; and in that caſe the firſt ſuf- 


ferer ſhall have bills at ſixty days; and the other ſufferer ſhall | 


have bills at thirty days in rotation as they ſhall be intitled) 
and that the ſufferer ſhall give ſecurity to the good liking of 


che underwriters, that if inteligence be received of ſuch miſ- 


ſing ſhip being ſafe, to pay the ſeveral ſums to be by him re- 
ceived. | 


5th, That the owner ot owners of any ſhip be allowed, ori 
giving forty-eight hours notice, to lay up his ſhip at any 


time between the firſt day of December and the firſt day of 


March, at the ports of Sunderland, Shields or Newcaſtle, but 
at no other ports, for a time not leſs than ſix weeks, during 
which time the owner of ſuch ſhip ſhall not contribute to 
any loſs or damage happening to the other ſhips by us inſu- 
red, except by fire, nor receive any benefit for any damage 
ſuſtained except in caſe of fire, provided his ſhip is laid up 
for the full ſpace of ſix weeks and not otherwiſe. And that 
all ſhips underwrote by the policy ſhall be at the riſque of 
the underwriters on the firſt day of March at twelve o'clock 
at noon, except ſuch ſhips as ſhall be ed as next here- 
after mentioned. 9 
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6th, That the owner of any ſhip by us inſured, on giving 
a like notice of forty-eight hours, may lay up his ſhip at any 
time in the year to repair for the ſpace of ſix weeks or lon- 
ger, provided he expend in ſuch repair five ponuds per keel 
on the burthen ot his ſhip, but if that ſum ſhall not be EX 
pended therein, then ſuch owner ſhall be. liable for his pro- 
portion of all loſſes and damages which may happen' dur- 
ing the time ſuch ſhip is repairing to any ather of .the ſhips 
by us underwrote refpeCtively ; and ſhall be at the riſque of 
the other underwriters as if he had never laid up. And if 
ſuch owner ſhall expend a ſum after the above rate in ſuch 
repair, and ſhall fend his ſhip to ſea before the expira- 
tion of fix weeks, he ſhall forfeit and pay to the broker, 
for the benefit of the underwriters, the ſum of one guinea 
per cent. on the money inſured on his ſhip, unleſs the com- 
mittee ſhall certify that the ſhip is ſufficiently repaired be- 
fore the expiration of ſix weeks, in which caſe the owner of 
ſuch ſhip ſhall be at liberty to proceed to ſea as ſoon as finiſh- 
ed, without paying the ſaid one guinea per cent. 


* That no notice be received by the broker before eight 
o'clock in the morning, nor after ſix o'clock in the evening 
of any day. And that ſuch notices ſhall be taken and accept- 


$ ed from the time the fame are actually delivered t to the bro- 


ker, and not otherwiſe. 


8th, That all ſhips thrown on ſhore, or in diſtreſs, ſhall 

be fubje& to all the riſques until they be viewed by the com- 

mittee, or ſome perſon or perſons to be by them appointed 
| C 
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for that purpoſe, and given up as loſt ; and no owner ſhalt 
be allowed to abandon his ſhip without the approbation and 
concurrence of the comm tttee, . 


| goth, That all the underwriters ſhall contribute in propor- 
tion to the ſum inſured, towards proſecuting any perſon 
guilty of breaking into any of their ſhips. 


roth, That if any owner ſhall ſell his ſhip, before the 
expiration of the policy, to give forty-eight hours notice of 
ſuch ſale to the broker, ſuch notice to be given on the day on 
which the ſale was actually made. And after the expiration 
of ſuch forty-cight hours, ſuch owner to be exempt from 
contributing to any loſs happening to any of the ſhips in- 
ſured by the policy, any thing therein or herein contained to 
the contrary notwithſtanding. | 


11th, That the committee be authorized to value all ſhips 
inſured by the general policy. And that not more than one 
thouſand pounds, and not leſs than two hundred pounds, be 
inſured on any individual ſhip. by us the underwriters. 


12th, That no perſon be admitted to ſubſcribe the policy 
without the conſent of the committee, or the major part of 
them, in writing; in which the value of the ſhip propoſed 


ſhall be inſerted. 


13th, That the committee be impowered to order any 
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new materials, guns, ſmall arms, or other matters, for any 
of the ſhips inſured by us reſpectively, which they max. 
conceive neceſſary, and notice thereof ſhall be given to the 
owners of ſuch ſhips reſpectively by the hroker, and ſuch 
owners ſhall procure ſuch materials and to be put on board 
their reſpective ſhips, according to ſuch order, before they 
proceed to ſea :---but ſhould any of the owners negle& or 
refuſe to obey any ſuch order, they ſhall not receive or be 
intitled to any compenſation from us the underwriters for 
any loſs or damage which may happen to his, her, or their 
ſhips reſpectively after ſuch notice and refuſal has been given 
and made as aforeſaid, any thing in the policy contained ta 
the contrary notwithſtanding. 


14th, That no ſhip by us inſured ſhall fail to the Baltic 
before the firſt day of March, nor after the thirty-firſt day 
of October, in any year. 


4 - 15th, That in caſe any ſhip by us inſured ſhall ſuſtain 
damage, by being engaged with an enemy's ſhip or ſhips, 
and ſhall not be captured, the owner ſhall be paid the full 
amount of the repairs of the damage, (that is to ſay) as the 
amount of ſuch repairs ſhall bear to the ſum inſured and the 
> real value of ſuch ſhip, but ſo as the ſum to be paid do not 
exceed the money underwrote Koch ſhip by us reſpectively. 


16th, That all ſhips by us inſured reſpectively, be armed 
for defence with great guns and ſmall arms in manner fol- 
lowing: N | 
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That ſhips of ſeven keels burthen or under be furniſhed 
and provided with not leſs than two great guns, wo 
pounders. 

That ſhips above ſeven keels burthen, to and with ſhips of 
the burthen of ten keels, be furniſhed and provided with not 
leſs than three great guns, two pounders. | 

That all ſhips above ten keels burthen be furniſhed and 
provided with not leſs than three great guns, three pounders. 

That the ſeveral and reſpective ſhips be ſo equipped as to 
fight thoſe guns on both ſides of the ſhip ; but the guns may 
be either placed below or upon the deck as ſhall be thought 
moſt convenient by the reſpe&ive owners of ſuch ſhips. 

TT hat each ſhip be provided with not lefs than ten rounds 
of powder and ball for each great gun. 

That each ſhip be provided with two muſkets or blun- 
derbuſſes for every three men or boys on board, with * 
rounds of powder and ſhot for each blunderbuſs or muſket. 


17th, That ſhould any matter or thing occur touching this 
inſurance in which the committee ſhould find any difficulty, 
or ſhould think themſelves not ſufficiently able to act, it ſhall 
be lawful for thein to call a general meeting of us the under- 
writers, and the broker ſhall give notice accordingly : and 
the determination of the majority of the underwriters pre- 
ſent, at any ſuch meeting, ſhall be binding and conclufive to 
every perſon concerned. And ſuch determination ſhall not 
afterwards be called in queſtion, or controverted, or avoided 
in or by any court of law or equity. | 


18th, That all determinations of the committee, or the

underwriters, ſhall, from time to time, be entered in a 
per and convenient book, to be kept by the broker, 


19th, That all expences to be incurred by the committee 
and broker, relating to this inſurance, be paid out of the 
fund of us the underwriters; and the broker is hereby au- 
thorized to pay ſuch expences accordingly, 


20th, That no compenſation ſhall be made to the owner 
of any ſhip for ſails which may be blown away, exceept in 
caſes where they may be actually blown and carried away 
with the maſts, 


That, for the true and faithful performance of all and 
ſingular the reſolutions, clauſes, matters and things herein 
contained or mentioned, which on the parts and behalves of 
us the ſeveral underwriters hereunto reſpectively, are or 
ought to be obſerved, performed, fulfilled, accompliſhed, 
paid and kept; we, the ſeveral underwriters, do for our- 
ſelves reſpectively, and not one for another, and for our ſe- 
veral and reſpective heirs, executors and adminiſtrators, 
bind and oblige ourſelves reſpectively, and our ſeveral and 
reſpective hejrs, executors and adminiſtrators to the others 
and other of us reſpectively, and their, his and her ſeveral 
and reſpectiye executors and adminiſtrators, in the penalty 
or penal ſum of one thouſand pounds of lawful money of 
Great Britain, for each and every ſhip by us entered for 
inſurance in the ſaid general policy reſpectively. Dated this 
tenth day of Auguſt in the year of our LoRD one thouſand, 
ſeven hundred and ninety-fix. ;
